Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 2.—The debt state- 
ment for January shows a marked improvement. 
The debt was reduced $1,500,000, the aggregate 
reduction for the seven months being $10,445, - 
667, while for the seven months ending Jan. 31, 
1875, the aggregate reduction of the debt was 
$908,000. The balances in the Treasury Jan. 
31, 1875, were: Coin, $69,465,085; cur- 
rency, $10,843,051. The balances now are 
nearly $74,000,000 in coin and nearly $12,000,000 
currency. During the seven months of the 
present fiscal year our cash balances are greater 
by $6,000,000 than at the end of the correspond- 
ing seven months last year, while the decrease 
made in the national debt during the seven 
months exceeds the decrease made in the same 
months of last year over $9,500,000. Compared 
with December last, the legal-tendera show a 
decrease of $553,860, while in fractional cur- 
rency there was an increase of $1,717,310 dur- 
ing the twelve months ending Jan. 31, 1876.

THE INSANE ASYLUM, 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, Feb. 2.—The report returned to the 
County Board by four phygicians counected witb 
the County Hospital is in some respects 60 re- 
markable that it calls for attention from obe 
who knows more of the facts than it is intended 
to convey. Is was obviously instigated by the 
report made by a committee of the Society of 
Physicians and Surgeons of this city, which ani- 
madverted very severely upon the management 
of the County Asylum, and was published with 
the intention of counteracting the impression 
made upon the public by that report. It is prob- 
ably satisfactory, as such, to Commissioners 
Holden, McCaffrey, et al., but the citizens of 
Cook County, and the medical men who, as mem- 
bers of the Society of Physicians and Surgeons, 
were insulted br Commissioner Holden, will 
have a different)y Hon. 

The report to Society ef Physicians and 
Surgeons contained distinet and positive charges 
in regard to the management of the Asylum 
first, that the medical attendance is inguificient 
and ot poor quality ; second, that the system 
under which it is controlled is vicious and likely 
to work harm; and, third, that, according to all 
the estimates the Committee could obtain, the 
cost of the Asylum to the tax-payers of the eoun- 
ty is exorbitant, considering the equivalent re- 
ceived. These were the vital points as it ap- 
peared to one whe heard the report presented, 
and afterwards read the full summary in the 
next morning’s Tumexz. The other facts 

mentioned im regard to the situation ef the 
Asylum—the food, and the stiendance, and 
accommodation of 


js good, the ventil and water supply fair, 
and the situation, though got a desirable one, 
is for the present endurable. The details as to 
food, bedding, attendance, and treatment of tne 
patients were given as at the time of the inspeo- 
tion by the Committee,—a great improvement 
was possible, and we hope that we can believe 
this latest report that i¢has been made.

expect for each individual case that close aiten- 
on which not even the longest experience 
could render possible under — conditions.” 
Dr. Freer is President of @ médical college, and 
his colleagues on the Committee are all, I be- 
lieve, connected with the same, It is their busi- 
ness to examine 21 1. for the medical pro- 
fession, aod to judge of their ftvess. Yet in the 
face of direct charges, substantisted by decu- 
mentary evidence, ageinst the competency and 
training of the Medical Superintendent 
of the Asytum, they could form no 
epinion, Their report is, in effect, an ip- 
dorsement of the young man, since its 
genera! laudatory tenor is nowhere varied.

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THE NEW TARIFF. 

The bill proposed by Mr. Morzrson for the 
simplification of the tariff is in many respects 
admirably arranged. Apart from the repeal 
of oppressive taxation on many things enter- 
ing into various branches of manufacture, 
and the reduction of other taxes to a point 
where they will produce an increase of reve- 
nue, the bill is especially commendable be- 
cause of its simplification of the tax itself. 
The present tariff imposes a duplicated tax 
on a majority of the principal importa. 
Thus, a tax on cotton goods was made up of

Under the present tariff, this cotton had at 
the Custom-House to be measured, weighed, 
the number of threads to the square inch 
counted, and its foreign value ascertained. 
The new bill abolishes the ad valorem tax and 
reduces that on the cotton. Specific duties 
of so much per pound or square yard are 
substituted for the ad calorem. The same 
wholesome reform is made in the duties on 
wools and woolen goods and on iron and 
steel manufactures. 

There is no greater source of fraud and 
corruption in the callection of revenue from 
imports than the ad dalorem system. It 
opens the doors to dishonesty on the part of 
the importer, and offers as extensive opera- 
tions for bribery and blackmail on the part of 
the revenue officer. Under that system there 


connivance of dishonest importers and reve- 
nue Officers, and a constant opportunity for 
revenue officers to extort blackmail from hon- 
est importers. Under that system a merchant 
who buys goodsin Europe is compelled to

Let the value 
be properly or improperly entered in the in- 
voices, the duty is hereafter to be assessed on 
pounds, yards, and dozens. Under the pres- 
ent tariff we have the complication of both 
specific and ad valorem duties on the same 
articles. The new tariff also abolishes the 
requirement to include the boxing, cartage, 
and incidental expenses attending the ship- 
ment of goods in the valuation for dutiable 
purposes. 


THE LOUISVILLE COURIER-JOURNAL AND 
TOM SCOTT 


The Louisville Courier-Journal of a recent 
issue replies to Taz Curcaco Trisune upon 
the general question of appropriations as 
between the North and South, and specially 
upon the question of Government aid to 
Tom Scorr’s Texas-Pacific scheme. Before 
replying to the latter, we will briefly refer to 
one or two of its statements regarding the 
former. The Courier-Journal expresses it- 
self as at a loss to understand our territorial 
location of the proposed railroad and insists 
upon it that it isa Southern road. In the 
North, when we speak of the North and 
South in general terms and without any 
special explanation, we always mean the old 
free States and the old slave States. The 
Territories are neither North nor South. 
They are always referred to as the West or 
Far West. When we speak of railroads in 
the North, the railroads of the old free States 
are meant, and when we speak of railroads 
in the South, the railroads in the old slave 
States are meant. In this sense, the road isnot 
a Southern road at all. The Courier-Journal 
overlooks the fact that this road will be of no 
benefit to seven or eight of the Southern 
States, that its location is not Southern, that 
it will not be built by Southern men nor by 
Southern money, and that the profits of its 
construction will inure to the benefit of a 
Construction Ring at Philadelphia. Again, 
says the Courier-Journal: ‘‘ Heretofore our 
contemporary has been prone to recognize 
the elaims of only one section when bounties 
were to be bestowed, and to insist upon the 
principle of national autonomy and unity 
solely when duties are to be performed.” 
This is a serious misstatement of fact. Tue 
Trrpunz has never denied the claims of one 
section as against the other, and, since the 
completion of the Union Pacifie Railroad 
and the discovery that the Government had 
put its hands into the fire and burned them, 
it has consistently and continually opposed all 
subsidies and special taxes and bounties and 
Government aid of any description for the 
benefit of individuals.

The conditions that he 
should build eastward from San Diego and 
westward from Sherman, Texas, at the rate 
of not less than 125 miles per year, have not 
been complied with, and now he comes in 
and asks the Government to help him out by 
guaranteeing nearly $300,000,000 in interest 
and a contingent assumption of over $150,- 
000,000 af principal Indebtedness. To this 
Tae Carcaco Tammo does make, and will 
continue te make, strenuous objection. It 


-has no objection to make to the operations 


of the California & Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, or any other company that is building 
roads out of private capital and the usnal 
land-grant. It would have no objection to 
its building Jar Coons Northern Pacific 
upon these terms. It has no objection, and 
has already recommended that, as the land- 
grant of the Texas-Pacific Company has been 
forfeited by their failure to build the road as 
‘rapidly as they agreed, it should be tarned 
over to the Southern Pacific Company upon 
an agreement to construct a certain number 
of miles every year along the 32d parallel, 
which the Southern Pacific is ready to under- 
take, and thus the road would be constructed 
without any increase of the national debt or 
mortgaging of the publie credit. If it were 
not constructed, the lands would revert to 
the Government, and no public loss would 
be sustained. We object to the im- 
pudent demand of Tom Scorr because 
it is a dangerous policy to plunder the Na- 
tional Treasury and pledge the national 
credit on special bounties for the benefit of 
individuals or private construction rings. 
We object to it because if Government aid 
is granted to this particular scheme it will 
be followed by schemes without number of 
a aimilar description all over the South and 
North, and the Government cannot equitably 
refuse to help them. We object to it be 
cause now, if ever, economy and retrench 
ment should be practiced, and the Federal 
Treasury has not a dollar to spare or any 
credit to give to any one. The Courier—Jour- 
nal should oppose the Tom Scorr scheme for 
precisely the same reasons, and every other 
scheme of a similar character. Will it an- 
swer us categorically what objection it has to

Is l mot execedingly strange that 8 set sttempt

When duties on articles are s0 high as to 


is by reducing the duties. Anybody but a 
fool will see or a knave admit that. The 
present duties on hundreds of articles are 
substantially prohibitory, and yield little or 
no revenue. The framers of the excessive 
imposts thereon intended they should be; 
they were made excessive for two purposes, 
first, to enable the Eastern makers of similar 
articles to charge high prices for their goods, | 
and secondly, to suppress revenue by 


‘suppressing importation. But we are told 


there are “twe millions of laborers out 
of employment.” If such are the disastrous 
results under an ultra-protective tariff, is it 
not high time that it should be reformed fh 
order that the wheels of industry and com- 
merce may again revolve? If those two 
millions of idle laborers are to be set at work, 
a market must be found for the products of 
their labor. It will never be found while the 
system of obstruction is retained thet pro- 
hibits exportation of manufactures. The 
home market is glutted, and the back-wa- 
ter of protection prevents an outflow to 
other countries of the surplus productions ' 
of the loom, anvil, and forge. 
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PRIZE-MONEY AND BRIBERY. 

That was a fine sentence which NEwson 
ran up at the mast-head of his flag-ship at 
the battle of Trafalgar. Men still thrill at 
the thought of the words: ‘‘ England expects 
every man to do his duty.” But then and 
since, in the English navy and in ours, the 
words really used to cheer the sailor have 
been: Tour country expects you to do 
your duty, partly because you ought to do so 
and partly because she offers you an enor- 
mots bribe for doing it.” The whole system 
of prize-money is wrong. It inflicts heavy 
losses upon the nation ; it breeds envy and 
bad blood in the army; and it saps the 
morale of the navy. It originated at 
a time when naval warfare was largely 
carried on by privateers. In order to secure 
sailors for the regular navy, it was necessary 
to bid high, and the bid was put in the shape 
of prize-money. It is a relic of freebooting. 
The privateer on sea and the guerrilla on land 
have fallen into disrepute, but the worst fea- 
tures of the former are preserved in the rules 
governing the navies of the two great mari- 
time powers of the world. Mr. Wurm, of 
New York, has done well in introducing into 
the House a bill designed to abolish the pay- 
ment ef prize-money. It should be passed. 

The system costs the nation, in time of 
war, enormous sums. The money distributed 
among the officers and men of our blockade 
squadrons, during the last War, is said to 
have amounted to nearly $40,000,000. This 
was a dead loss to the nation. The people 
supplied all the capital, the vessels, equip- 
ment, ammunition, fuel, and wages, neces- 
sary for the capture of the blockade-runners, 
and then let its employes, already well paid, 
take all the profits. This is much as if A. T. 
Srewart, after furnishing every cent of the 
capital needed to carry on his business and 
paying the salaries of all his clerks, should be 
called upon to divide all the profite among 
the latter. | 

The system makes an unjust distinction 
between the army and navy, one that is bit- 
terly felt by the former. During the late 
War, the capture of a thousand bales es cat- 
ton by soldiers yielded the latter nothing but 
honor; their capture by sailors yielded not 
only honor, but plenty of hard cash besides. 
There was neither reason nor justice in this. 
The Red River campaign was a mere ma- 
rauding foray, in which Bammer army was 
used asa cat’s-paw for the gunboats, which 
took on board the cotton seized by the sol- 
diers, and then claimed and collected prize 
money on it. This sharp trick was played 
again and again down the Mississippi and 
along the whole coast. It was flagrantly un- 
just to the army. | 

The system demoralizes the navy. It 
turns sailors into buccaneers and makes naval 
warfare a game of grab. It leads to endless 
quarreis and law-suits, and replaces the Stars 
and Stripes by the Almighty Dollar as the 
sign of an American war-ship. The single 
argument in its favor is that it increases the 
efficiency of the navy. This isa mistake. A 
soldier does his duty because honor urges 
him on. We are not prepared to believe 
that the United States must bribe its sailors 
to do their duty. | 
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THE TAX ON TEA AND COFFEE. | 
There is no greater fraud than the senti- 
mental cry of “a free breakfast” which cow- 
ardly politicians, windy demagogues, and in- 
terested protectionists indulge whenever it is 
proposed to put a tax on tea and coffee. They 
hold it to be enormous oppression to tax tea 
and coffee, which they insist isan invasion 
of the sanctity of a free breakfast.” What 
peculiar sanctity there is in a free breakfast 
which does not equally pertain to a free din- 
ner and a free supper we do not know. The 
three meals are equally important, equally 
general in all families; and there is no more 
reason why the hand of the tax-gatherer 
should not extend to one as well as to the 
other. Such a thing as a free breakfast ig 
unknown in this country, and perhaps un- 
known to any other country. The nearest 
approach to it is in England, where the only 
thing pertaining to the breakfast-table that is 
taxed is the tea and coffee. The British tax- 
gatherer, in his search for revenue, finds 
nothing in the kitchen where the breakfast 
is prepared, or in tbe dining-room where it is 
served, or on the table to which the family 
ait down to eat the breakfast, from which to 
collect a tax, except the two articles, tea and 
coffee. All else is free. | 
In this country the case is different. Be- 
ginning in the kitchen, the stove is taxed; 
‘the coal-hod with which the fire is replen- 
ished is taxed ; the boilerin which the cof.) 
fee is boiled, if of tin, is taxed, and if of part 
tin and part copper, is taxed doubly. The 
tea-pot, whether of simple earthenware or | 
of more pretentions britannia or plated | 
nickel, is taxed heavily. In like manner the 
coffee-pot has to pay its share of the national 
burden. The coffee and the tes cuba, which | 


is not less’ than $40,000,000. A small por- 
tion of this is protective and the rest is ool- 
lected as revenue. The talk of n free 
breakfast,” with sugar taxed from 50 to 70 
per cent, is one of those absurdities which 
mark the demagdgue or the ignoramus. In 
England there is no tax on sugar, vor is 
there any tax on any article pertaining to the 
breakfast or dinner table, except tea and cof- 
fee. Our breakfast-table pays tax on every- 
thing except tea and coffee. 

The tax on tea and coffee is the most desir- 
able of all taxes, because it produces more 
revenue in proportion to the tax, and be- 
cause it does not increase the cost of the arti- 
cles to the consumers. We repealed the tax 
three years ago under a combination of 
ignorance and cowardice on the part of 2 
majority of Congress. We lost the revenue 
and did not reduce taration. The Secretary 
of the Treasury has officially informed Con- 
gress that as soon as we repealed the duty on 
tea and coffee the prices of those articles 
were advanced at the place of growth by 
local and other charges. 

The difference between the operations of a 
tax on tea and coffee and a tax on other im- 
ports, so far as revenue and taxation are con- 
cerned, is so striking that amy one can see it 
at a glance. In 1871 we imported tes 
which produced $8,323,000 revenue, and 
coffee which produced $10,969,000, and cot- 
ton manufactures which produced $10,773,- 
000. There were also produced and sold in 
the United States cotton goods to the amount 
of $165,000,000: ‘These figures show the 
following eomparative results:

ill be seen that the people of the Unit- 
ed S id a fraction over $19,000,000 tax 
on tea and ee, and that the whole of that 
tax went into the Treasury; that in the 
same time they paid over $70,000,000 tax on 
cotton goods, of which only 10 cents on the 
dollar was paid into the Treasury,—the other 
90 cents on the dollar having been spe- 
cial bounty. The tax on tea and coffee is a 
tax for revenue, and the tax on cottons a 
tax for protection. 

By repealing the tax on tea and coffee Con- 
gress reduced taxation just $19,000,000 and 
reduced revenue precisely to the same 
amount. Now, had Congress repealed the 
entire duty on cotton goeds, it would have 
reduced taxation $70,000,000 and reduced 
revenue only $10,000,000. 
There are other things as sacred as tea and 
coffee, and quite as indispensable for human 
comfort. We have referred already to the 
articles of sugar and molasses, from which 
the Government collects twice as much reve- 
nue as it does from tea and coffee combined. 
There are persons in the country outside of 
Congress who wear shirts and other under- 
clothing of cotton as well as of wool, and 
who, if reduced to the alternative of dispens- 
ing with them or with tea and coffee, would 
prefer to give up the latter. Boots and shoes 
are also as sacred and as essential to hu- 
man comfort as tea and coffee, and yet all 
these articles, as well as every description of 
clothing, are taxed excessively, not for reve- 
nue, but on the partnership plan of 10 cents 
to the Government and 90 cents to 


the protected paupers. In the face of these 


notorious facts there will be men in Congress 
who will object to a purely revenue tax of 
ten to twenty millions of dollars on tea and 
coffee, but who will insist on retaining taxes 
to the amount of two or three hundred mill- 
ions on clothing and other indispensable ne- 
cessities from which the Government will not 
receive more than twenty to forty millions of 
revenue. These men talk of “free break- 
faste with more taxes on the contents of 
the breakfast-table than are tolerated in any 
other civilized country. _ 

THE PARDONING POWER. 

The Springfield Jowrnal has taken the 
pains, evidently at the instance of Gov. 
Brvermpar, to prepare and tabulate a com- 
parative statement of the number of par- 
dons issued under the respective administra- 
tions of Govs. Ole, Pain, and Bevzr- 
won. It is put forth as a vindication of the 
latter against the criticisms that have been 
made on his use, ar rather misuse, of the 
pardoning power. Without entering into 
the details of this statement, it is sufficient 
to say that the result shows that Gov. 
Brverripcr has granted more pardons than 
Patacer did, and fewer pardons than Otmar 
did, in proportion to the number of convicts 
in the Penitentiary. Before Gov. Beverntpaz 
can satisfy either himself or the public, how- 
ever, that he has not made an injw 
dicious use of the pardoning power, 
he must recall the fact that both 
Gov. Ociespy and Gov. Pain were also 
severely criticised for the too liberal exercise 
of their authority in this respect. In Gov. 
Oc iEsBy’s case the criticisms were pretty se- 
vere, and a good deal of public indignation 
was expressed, and the objection was only 
tempered by his showing that his pardons 
were granted mainly at about the expiration 
of the terms which the pardoned crim- 
inals had been condemned to serve, and that 
they were granted principally for the purpose 
of restoring these recipients of Executive 
clemency. to their full rights of citizenship. 
In the case of Gov. Pau, we do not know 
that he ever justified himself before the peo- 
ple for his use of the pardoning power. As 
te Gov. Bzvenmor’s conduct in this 
regard, the criticism has been based 
not s much upon the number of 
persons whom he has pardoned as 
upon the character of criminals he has let 
loose upon the community; so that, with the 
full benefit of the statement that has been 
made on his behalf, itis no answer to the 
fault that has been found in him. His ¢ym- 
pathies seem to have been roused too often 


in favor of men who barely escaped the gal- 
| lows and those condemned for crimes of vio- 
| lence. It is that be has set free men con- 


victed of manslaughter who would have been 
sentenced in some communities for murder; 
others who have attempted to commit mnr- 
der, and still others who had become a terfor 
to the public as burglars and desperate rob- 
bers. If he should pardon Davm, recently 
sentenced to the Penitentiary for killing Wur- 
LAND, because his accidental intoxication at 
the time of the killing saved him from the gal- 
lows,Gov. Brvzzrpex would but follow out the 
line of pardons for which he has been criti. 
cised heretofore. He has been using his Ex-

INSURANCE SUITS. 
BUTLER vs. WALKER. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

CuicaGo, Feb. 2.—In answer to the publica- 
tion in this morning's Tarsunz under the above 
title, we beg leave to submit : 

First—The statement that the case of Butler 
ve. Walker was collusive and instituted for the 
purpose of procuring a favorable decision from 
the Supreme Conrt, is untrue in fact and in in- 
ference. The suit was by an actual policyhold- 
er,—a creditor of the Company,—against an ac- 
tnal stockholder ina corporation the stock of 
which was not paid up. The suit was brought 
in good faith to test his liability and collect the 
debt. There was vo agreement, andersteoding, 
or stipulation with Mr. Walker, of any kind, 
character, or description. Having had since the 
fire of October, 1871, a large amount of 


claims egainst bankrupt insurance com- 
panies for collection, we were led to 
examipe the .yarioug faws of this State 
with the view of ascertaining whether there was 
not some hability other than the assets of the 
companies out of whith collections could be 
made. in the course of this examination we 
found that the Constitution of 1848 provided 
that daés from corporations should be seoured 
by.euch individual ities of the corporators 
Or other means as may be prescribed by law,” 
and that all of the bankrapt insurance com- 
panies of Chicago bad been ehartered and organ- 
ived andet this Constitution, abd, consequéntly, 
Were subject to its provisions. Previous to 1869 
the Legialature taken no measures either so 
regulate insurance Companies or to provide for 
the enforeement of thie individusi liability. In 
that year the General Insurance law was passed, 
by which law all com os Were sub to the 
gupervision of the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
who was authorized to examine the eapital and 
aséets, and see that they were properly invested 
forthe security of the creditors. This law de- 
dlared that — —— A or . n 
organized un it aho paid ap in „and. 
until it was so paid up, that the ‘Trustees end 
oorporators should be individually hable for the 
debts of the Company to an amount equal to the 
amount of stock subscribed. It further declared 
that ali couipapies theretofore organized and 
then doing b ia the Btate should be 
brought under all provisions of the law. ex- 
cept that their capital stocks, as to amount and 
character, might remain the same as provided iu 
their respective charters. It farther 
that the charters of nearly all of these companies 
were subject to alteration, amendment, or re- 
ae by the Legisiature, or were subject to all 
uture laws which might be passed on the mat- 
ter of insurance. With these facts before us, we 
came to the conclusion that the stockholdors were 
individually liable to the creditors to an amount 
equal to the amount of stock held by each. We 
were sustained in this opinion by counsel of 
larger experience and alulity in the pro- 
fession. We then ins ed the suit of Butler 
vs. Walker, not to procure a favorable decision, 
but to procure from the Supreme Court an in- 
8 of the law, which we oonceive we 
bad a right to do, so long as we presented an 
actual case founded upon facts between real par- 
ties. If this thing had been a fiction and we 
had sought to impose on the Supreme Court 
false ments either es to parties or as to 
facts, we would have been properly subject to 
— penalties. But we insist that we were law- 
ully and of right iu that Court, aod that we 
rightfully asked ite decision as to the law. The 


idea promulgated in the 1 4 ned by 
the adverse counsel it is wi the 
power of any attorney to influence the 


decision of the Supreme on a question of 
law is, to say the least, a novelty in our profes- 
sional ex That Court will certainly feel 
flattered by the insinuations of these gentiemen 
that it did not comprehend the jaws of the 
State. If we had gotten up a fictitious case, or 
umposed falsehoods upon the Courtas faots, 
made misstatements, or misled the Court, there 
would be just ground for complaint, but chis 
case was a reality; it was bya policy-boider, who 
had sustained a by fire, against a stockhold- 
er in a company of which the capital was not 
paid up. 1 the law bearing on the subject was 
before the Court. The case was argued orally, 
and the Court fally informed as to the question 
of liability. If the decision was erroneous, 
while we insist that it was not, there is a method 
for reviewing it. It is not a bar to the consideration 
of any other or similar case. If the Court should 
come to thé conclusion that its judgment was 
not well considered it will probabiv not 
hesitate to open it. It is a common practice for 
all appellant Courts to review or reconsider their 
own opiuions. 

Second We do not own one dollar's worth of 
claims against any of these compames. We did 
not (nor did Mr. Shafeldt) purchase for $50 or 
any other sum a large amount of claims from 
Mr. Wuüberell, neither did Mr. Witherell make 
this or a similar statement to Simon Florsheim 
or anybody else.

WILL IT BE HEEDED? 


The Lesson of the Great Bank Reb- 
bery at Northampton, Mass. 

Massachusetts is just now the scene of more 
remarkable criminal sensations than anv similar 
area of territory on the face of the giobe. But 
of the host of murders, embezzlements, bur- 
glaries, and miscellaneous outrages with which 
that State is afflicted in swift succession, none 
has causei more general alarm, or created a 
more wide spread interest than the gigautic 
robbery in the Northampton > 
vault much stronger than is usually 
found in banks, secured by new combination 
locks, was opened in a single night and rifled of 
close upon $1,000,000 worth of treasure. A 
Cashier routed from sleep by masked barg- 
lars ; a forced march to the fated bank; and he, 
an unwilling official, compelled uoder penalty of 
instant death to assist in opening the vault- 
doors, were some of the adjuacts of this re- 
markable robbery. 

The painful feature of the astounding crime, 
however, lies in the fact that the principal suf - 
ferers were special deposi individuals who 
had intrusted their cash, bonds, aud 
otLer valuables to the bank for safe-keeping. 

There never was a stronger argument present- 
ed toa startled community or nation in behalf 
of storing such treasures only in a place built 
and fortified for the purpose. Banks build 
vaults strong, to be sure, but the smount of 
available cash ever carried by a bank is small. 
indeed, in proportion to its other resources, and 
its officials know that a robbery can hardly be an 
irre injury to them. It is meant that a 
bank-vault shall be perfectiy secure against fire, 
aod reasonably so against burglars. | 

How different the case with an institution like 
the Fidelity Safe Depository, a stronghold cré- 
ated expressly to receive special deposits of all 
kinds. Here is a fortress of strength against 
both fire and villainy. To force a 
entrance into its sacred interior is as 
impossible as to fly; as to live unarmored be- 
neath water for an hour; as to stand a day un- 
clothed in the regions of eternal snow.

We speak strictly within the 
lines of fact when we say that the skill and 
recklessness of the entire 2,500 convicts in the 
Massachusetts and Lilinois Penitentiaries would 
be incap»ble, if it were possible to unite them in 
a deliberate assault, of penetrating the Fidelity 
vaults. The place was made for 4 purpose, and 
it serves that purpose perfectly. In such a 
citadel only should special deposits ever be kept.

CONSULTATION OF FREIGHT AGENTS, 
The Ggneral Freight Agents Association 
Illinois held a meeting yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, for the purpose of taking some 
action regarding the discriminations made by 
Dlinois cross-lines against this city, and in favor 
of Peoria and other competing points. This 
Association was originally formed for the pur- 
pose of keeping the bankrupt eross-lines from 
cutting regular rates, and for this reason they 
were given advantages by the Chicago lines 
which otherwise they would not have had. At 
a meeting held at Iodianapolis on the 10th 
of January, at which all the General Freight 
Agents of the Association were present, 
it was agreed to charge arbitrary rates on all 
business coming from points east of Cincinnati. 
Columbus. or Cleveland, except freight from 
Buffalo, Pittsburg and Wheeling, destined to 
Peoria and Pexin, and freight originating at all 
points west of Buffalo and Wheeling destined to 
points in Lilinois which are also reached by the 
Chicago roads. The arbitrary rate made from 
Chicago to Peoria or Pekin was as follows, 
First class, 25 cents; second ciass, 20 cents; 
third class, 16 cents; fourth clase, 12 cents; and 
special class, 10 cents per 100 pounds. The ar- 
bitrary rates from Indianapolis to the same 
points were made as foliows: First ‘class, 29 
cents; second clasa, 24 cents; third class, 19 
cepts and fourth class, 14 cents ; and special class 
12 cents. These rates were to be added 
to the regular rate of the Eastern trunk lines, 
which at present is as follows: From New 
York to Chicago, first class, 75 cents; second 
class, 70 cents; third class, 60 cents; fourth 
class, 45 cents; and special class 35 cents per 
100 pounds. Thus it will be seen the rate from 
New York to Peoria on special class woald be 45 
cents.
